The Radio Engineer 

IJADIO engineering embraces not 
** only the broadcasting of pro¬ 
grams and the transmission of mes¬ 
sages, but many applications of 
radio science which arc still largely 
unfamiliar to all but the expert. 

The possibilities of television are 
rapidly becoming better understood 
and the day when a television set 
can be installed in the home seems 
to be not far distant. Radio beacons 
are guiding the aviator by night 
Research is turning to the radio tube 
to provide constant indication of a 
plane’s altitude above the earth and 
of its approach to a mountain side 
or another planet The tube controls 
the speed and security of express 
Trains, is finding its wsy into the 
textile industry, the automobile in¬ 
dustry and into mining where it is 
used to indicate the location of 
mineral deposits. 

Today no one can foresee how far 
the development of radio will pro¬ 
ceed or what new directions it may 
take. It seems certain, however, that 
the developments of the future will 
be no less important than those of 
■Tie past. It seems equally certain 
that as the future of radio unrolls it 
will offer the technically trained 
young man a field of never failing 
interest, end opportunities for 
achievement which will be limited 
only by his own ability. 

Two courses are open to the young 
man who chooses radio engineering 
as a career. He can acquire his tech¬ 
nical training by attending an en¬ 
gineering school at one of the uni¬ 
versities, and then proceed to its 
application. If this is impractical, he 
can seek a beginner’s position in 
some branch of the radio industry 
and acquire his technical knowledge 
along with his practical experience, 
by study in spare time. Whichever 
course is chosen, hard and persever¬ 
ing study will be required, for the 
technical problems involved are so 
complex that real success can come 
only tv thy Ihe roughly trained mar.

E VERY good cook rejoices when 
oysters are in season, tor the 
oyster is one of those convenient 
foods which can be served in an al¬ 
most infinite variety of tempting 
forms. 

Fried oysters are an American 
institution, but Ann Harding, the 
lovely star of so many notable film 
and stage successes, offers a new 
method of preparing them, and I 
will venture to say- that you have 
never tast-ed fried oysters at Htelr 
best until you bite into the 
crlBp crunchlness of the succulent 
bivalves prepared by her method 
which employs crushetFcorn flakes 
In place of bread crumbs. 

Ann Harding's Recipe 
s Urge oysters Celery 
, egg Psprlks 

J tablespoons milk Deep frying Tst 
1 cope corn flakes, crushed flns with 
rolling pin 

Select the largest oysters obtain¬ 
able Wash them carefully In their 
own liquor; pat dry in a cloth, 
then dip into the egg. which has 
been beaten with two tablespoons 
of milk;'next dip into the crushed 
corn flakes. Season with celery 
salt, salt, pepper and paprika. Let 
stand tor half an hour in the re¬ 
frigerator; then redlp in the egg 
and crushed corn flakes and fry lu 
deep fat until a golden brdwn. If 
you use a frying thermometer, it 
should register 375* F. Serve plain 
or with tartare, or holl&ndatse 
sauce. 

For another delicious dish in 
which corn flu'kes us a substitute 
for bread crumbs play an impor¬ 
tant part, try fish baked by the 
Spencer Method."

Cut fish into pieces for serving. 
Dip In salted milk, using 1 table¬ 
spoon of salt for each cup of milk. 
Evaporated milk may be used. Dip 
into finely ground* or rolled corn 
flakes. Arrange on well oiled bak 
ing Sheet and sprinkle liberally 
with oil. Bake in a very hot oven 
(600* F.) for about tea minutes 
About* 4 * pound of fish la neceseary 
for each 1 serving!

To the Japanese goes the credit of 
developing the method now used In the 
I nlfed States. No one knows how 
chlck-sexlng will develop In this coun¬ 
try or where it will lead. Perhaps It Is 
• fad, but the practice has both advan- 
tflges nnck disadvantages. 

Its advantages Include: The elimi¬ 
nation of males when they cannot he 
reared profitably; more rapid and uni 
form growth of chirks with less mor¬ 
tality, and lower feed costs with pul¬ 
let chicks; and less Investment In 
equipment. 

The disadvantages cited Include: 
The likelihood of nn unbalanced de 
mand for cockerels and pullets; the 
possibility of fraud on the part of 
some agents and hatcherymen In the 
early application of the method; the 
added cost of chick sexing; and hatch 
erles may find It Inadvisable to sell 
both sexed and unsexed chicks be¬ 
cause it Increases the chances of dis 
satisfaction If the ratio of males to 
females Is anything but normal. 

The work Is tedious, and good light 
Ing Is needed to study these b«b.\ 
chicks. Minute differences In appear 
ance must he observed to determine 
the sex correctly.

It is high time for 
us to he thinking rather seriously about 
the drouth problem, and ways to re¬ 
duce Its ravages.

Is an 
Ideal condition for absorbing the heavy 
rains that are hoped for curly In the 
year. 

Every foot of soil of average tex¬ 
ture is capable of storing and holding 
ngalnst the pull of gravity the equiv¬ 
alent of about three Inches of rainfall. 
In n soli eight feet deep, this is n 
storage capacity of 24 Inches. 

If every drop of normal rainfall 
from now until April 1 runs Into the 
soil, the total Is 9 to 10 Inches, which 
I Is only half enough to fill our soil to 
I Its field capacity. 

From 3(H) to 1,000 pounds of water 
I nre required by growing plants to prn- 
| dnee one pound of dry matter. A sin 
i gle corn stalk may absorb and transpire 
| through Its leaves ns much as 55 gal¬ 
lons of wnrer during Its development. 

I This amounts for n full stand of corn 
i to over 20 inches of wnter. an amount 
In excess of the average rainfall dur¬ 
ing the corn-growing season. The dif¬ 
ference must be drawn from the re¬ 
serve of moisture nccumulnted In the 
soil In winter and early spring months.

Epsom Salts and Argyrol 
Helps Colds in Poultry 

To cure colds In poultry Rocks, «<• 
cording to an authorhy at the North 
Carolina State college, the tlrst thing 
tc do Is to isolate all birds shMving 
symptoms of a cold. As this trouble 

I- usually caused by poor ventilation. | tlme ^e j-wcet elm 
overcrowding, or poor feeding, the 
cause should he found and corrected. 

Check carefully on the feeding pro 
gratu and give the thick epsoui salts 
at the rate of one-half pound to three 
gallons of water. The h«»use should 
be thoroughly cleaned together with 
nil drinking and feeding utensils. 

Slight cases may ho treated by the 
use of a 10 per cent argyrol solution— 
r drop of this being placed In each eye. 
each nostril and In the slit In the 
throat. Where the disease Is well es- 
tabllsh'sl It is not economical to treat 
Individuals, ami these should he de¬ 
stroyed. 


Feed Well During Molt 

It Is to the poultry man's advantage 
to feed Ills hens so that they will com¬ 
plete the molt In the shortest possible 
time, advises P. II. Gooding, extension 
poultryman. Cl cm son Agricultural col¬ 
lege. South Carolina. The molting pe¬ 
riod Is a natural rest period for hens 
and during this period they gain back 
their body weight and change their 
feathers. Asserting that it takes vlr 
lunlly the same Ingredients to grow 
feathers ns it does to produce eggs, 
the specialist stutes that the best prac¬ 
tice to follow in feeding molting hens 
is to keep a good laying mash and 
grain before them at all times. A heavy 
feeding of grain will enable the hens 
to regain their weight quickly, and 
the sooner this is done the quicker the 
birds will sturt laying. 


Once considered n weed sweet clov¬ 
er has had to bear the brunt of pro¬ 
tecting fertility levels on thousands of 
acres of farm lands during tin* depres 
slon period when farmers have not had 
the cash for mineral fertilizers. It Is 
pointed out b.v L. B. Miller, associate 
In soli experiment flelds at the College 
of Agriculture, University of Illinois 

Until 1029 the use both of commercial 
fertilizers and of sweet clover was on 
the Increase. That year some 88,804 
tons of factory-processed fertilizer 
were applied in the state. At the same 
er acreage amount¬ 
ed to something less than SMI.nOO acres. 

However, applications of commercial 
fertilizers have declined to a fourth 
of the peak year, while sweet clover 
acreages have continued to Increase. 
By 1931 n total of 85A.0QP acres in Illi¬ 
nois were devoted to growing sweet 
clover, largely for soil Improvement 
purposes. With the coming of the gov¬ 
ernment's adjustment programs in 
1933 and 1934, wherein AAA contracted 
land could he sown to legumes and at 
the same time get payments, 

sweet clover acreage u believed to 
have reached the million mark. 

Inoculated sweet clover provides an 
efficient fertilizer factory on any farm 
having sweet soil und n fair supply 
of the major mineral plant foods. Be¬ 
sides its value ns a green manure, the 
legume Is well known lor its ability jo 
provide abundant pasture, or it may 
be harvested for seed. In years when 
cash expenditures for factory fertili¬ 
zer were Impractical, Uilnois farmers 
who had limed land were quick to take 
advantage of the triple value of sweet 
clover, and particularly for general 
soil improvement 


Sunflower Seed Value 

Sunflower seed Is supposed to be a 
good feed for producing feutbers. It Is 
doubtful If this point bus ever been 
scientifically proved. The heads of 
sunflowers contain 12 per cent crude 
protein, 21 per cent liber, and approxi¬ 
mately -III per cent carbohydrates and 
fat combined. Sunflower seeds with 
hulls contain approximately 10 per 
cent crude protein, 28 per cent liber 
and -W per cent carbohydrates and fats. 
Sunflower seeds without hulls contain 
27 per cent crude protein, 8 per cent 
fiber and 51 per cent carbohydrates 
and fats. The chief objection to feed¬

Tasting Milk 

During winter farmers often find that 
milk, fresh from the cow. Is bitter ami 
many of them have attributed this to \ 
alfalfa hay or other feed together with i 
the scarcity of green grass. While It Is I 
true some feeds such ns weeds, some 
kinds of leaves and other herbage can 
cuusc bitter milk, and that sometimes 
a cow herself may be off condition and 
give bitter or sally milk, the usual 
cause of hitler milk during winter is 
the cool temperature which relards the 
development of certain bacteria. The 
bacteria which cause the bitter taste 
grow when temperatures arc low while 
the bacteria which make milk sweet 
grow at warmer temperatures. Thus [ 
In cold weather one might properly say 
that tlm bacteria content Is out of bal- 1 
ance, causing bitter milk, and the I 
cow's diet has nothing to do with It.— 
Missouri Farmer.

Handy Pies 

A Pl'MPKIN pic is a mighty 
handy thing to have around 
during the holidays, even If 
you aren't a movie comedian. 
People do other things with pump¬ 
kin pies besides plastering them 
all over other people's faces, you 
know. So here's a good way to 
make a simple 

Country Pumpkin Pie: Smooth 
one-half cup cottage cheese, or 
pass It through a sieve, then mix 
with one and a third cups canned 
pumpkin. Mix two-thirds cup 
sugar with two-thirds teaspoon 
salt, two-thirds teaspoon ginger, 
two-thirds teaspoon cinnamon and 
one-fourth teaspoon nutmeg, and 
add with two beaten eggs and one 
and a third cups milk. Heat In 
a double boiler and pour Into a pie 
tin lined with pastry. Bake, hav¬ 
ing oven hot, 4.10 degrees, for first 
ten minutes, then reducing It to 
325 degrees for remaining time, 
about thirty minutes or until a 
knife Inserted comes out clean. 
This makes one pie.

Pumpkin Pie tcith Marshmal¬ 
lows: Add two-thirds cup sugar, 
one-fourth cup dark molasses, one- 
half teaspoon salt, one-half tea¬ 
spoon cinnamon and one teaspoon 
ginger to two cups canned pump¬ 
kin (or half the contents of a No. 

3 can). Add two beaten eggs, one 
cup milk and one-half cup cream, 
and heat In double boiler. Pour 
into tin lined with pastry and bake 
at 450 degrees for ten minutes, 
then at 325 degrees for thirty 
minutes or till set. Cut twelve 
marshmallows in halves and lay 
over top. Return to oven until 
marshmallows are browned. 
Makes one large pie.*

ANGLO-FRENCH PLAN WOULD RE¬ 
STORE EQUALITY TO GER- 
MAN REICH.

C ONTINENTAL chancellor!*** turned 
their attention toward a now plan 
designed to restore Germany to com¬ 
plete equality among European nations 

_ and to strengthen the 

shaky foundations of 
j pence, ns conversn- 
| tlon* ended between 
I Pierre Laval, French 
I foreign minister, and I 
Sir John Simon. Brit¬ 
ish foreign secretary. 

Germany will be of¬ 
fered a promise of re- 
I peal of the military 
clauses of the treaty 
_ , . of Versailles in return 

Pierr, Laval for re-enterin' the 

League of Nntlons. Such a concession 
would seem a victory for Hitler’s cam¬ 
paign to restore Germany to Its place 
as a sovereign power In Europe. 

Another proposal arising from the 
negotiations greatly aids France’s cam¬ 
paign for security. Regional defense 
pacts to provide the nntlons partici¬ 
pating with reciprocal assistance In re¬ 
pelling an unprovoked air attack are 
part of the plan. France and Great 
Britain are willing to enter Into such 
a series of pacts, and suggest that oth¬ 
er European nntlons be Invited to Join. 
This signifies that either nation must 
rush planes to the aid of the other In 
the event of attack from the nlr. The 
pact will undoubtedly be concluded be¬ 
tween Great Britain and France, no 
matter what action the other nations 
take, although no formal announce¬ 
ment has been made. 

Some European diplomats are not at 
all certain that Germany and Poland 
can be persuaded to change the mire- 
ceptive attitude they have so far mani¬ 
fested toward suggestions for their par¬ 
ticipation In an ‘'eastern Locarno.” 
Germany may be so strongly rearmed 
by this time that she will not he con¬ 
cerned whether her armaments are le¬ 
galized. 

This, however, is only speculation. 
Dispatches from Germany have Indi¬ 
cated the reich's willingness to engage 
In any conversations proposed by the 
Fratico-British formula, hut she must 
first be assured of complete equality 
of status. Hitler has previously hint¬ 
ed that Germany would return to the 
League of Nations when full equality 
Is accorded, ami there Is some poasi- 
bility that the relch will participate In 
mutual aerial assistance against an air 
aggressor since this would legalize an 
air fighting force.

** tacular Issues of the day, yet of 
momentous Importance, the case of 
the United States against Belcher will 
be set for hearing by the Supreme 
court within u few days. This case 
opens up discussion on the constitu¬ 
tionality of the heart of the entire 
NBA experiment—the power of the 
federal government to regukire wages 
and working hours through codes. 

Upon this refusal of a small Ala¬ 
bama sawmill operator to comply with 
the code hangs the entire fate of the 
NBA, for If the government loses there 
will be nothing left of NBA except an 
empty statement of desirable business 
ethics. If the government cannot con¬ 
trol wages and hours in the produc¬ 
tion of goods intended for interstate 
commerce, there is a strong likelihood 
that the course of legislation to extend 
the NBA beyond June 10 will he strong 
ly affected. Other cases now pending 
before the court touch upon certain 
portions of the vital question, hut this 
case goes straight to the basic power 
of Che recovery act. It affords a clear- 
cut determination of the fundamental 
Issues, because there Is no dispute as 
to facts, no technicalities of law upon 
which the issue can be avoided. The 
case conies almost as an original case, 
since the attorney general rook ndvan- 
age of legal machinery permitting on 
appeal directly to the Supreme court 
from the decision of a federal District 
court without recourse to a Court of 
Appeals. 

What the government’s line of de 
fense will be Is not known. The case 
Involves all the constitutional objec¬ 
tions which might be raised against 
the recovery act. Decisions of the court 
In the recent oil cases did not touch 
upon the constitutionality of the main 
body of the act, but Involved only a 
special section. 

C ENATOU BOR All of Idaho, always 
sternly opposed to action that 
might lead the United Stales Into for¬ 
eign entanglements, has surprisingly 
come forward with a demand that con¬ 
gress investigate the alleged religious 
persecutions in Mexico and persuade 
our neighbors to the south to cease 
them. The excuse for such proposed 
meddling Is that some citizens of the 
United States may be among the “vic¬ 
tims.” Through its representatives In 
Washington the Mexican government 
calmly denies there Is any religious 
persecution down tAere. and says all 
who obey the laws are permitted to 
worship us they please. If the Borah 
resolution carries, Mexico may well 
tell the United States to mind its own 
business. Representative Fish of New 
York follows Borah's lend by Intro 
ducing In the house a resolution l ulling 
upon the President to tuke diplomatic 
steps toward abatement of whut he 
declares *s growing commouism In 


Mexico. Tie wild the communistic 
trend wn* directly connected with the 
alleged religious persecutions, and that 
entrenchment of communism In Mexico 
would seriously nfTect the United 
States. 

CENATOB LONG reopened the hear- 
^ lag concerning the “murder plot** 
which he says was formed to do away 
with Mm, and produced some remnrk- 
ahle testimony. George Davis, n for¬ 
mer deputy sheriff of East Baton 
Rouge parish, swore that he and Fred 
Pnrker. another former deputy, 
hatched the plot and made several at¬ 
tempts to shoot the KingHsh with 
ritles, falling because they were always 
too closely watched by Huey's guards. 
Parker refused to answer questions on 
constitutional grounds, ns did Fred 
O'Rourke, whom the senator called the 
chief agent of the Standard Oil Com¬ 
pany of I/oulsIana In the recent armed 
revolt against his dictatorship. Prob¬ 
ably becausp he wanted to hurry hack 
to Washington, the senator then post¬ 
poned the hearing Indefinitely. 

Tj MI REE million pounds of steel In 
*■ the form of a huge gate was slowly 
lowered Into place at the Boulder dam. 
the grent Colorado river was placed 
under control, and there came Into be¬ 
ing a new lake which will eventually 
he the largest ever made by man. In 
two or three years It will extend hack 
115 miles from the dam. Rv June 1 
next It will contain about 3,000,000 acre 
feet of water or one-tenth of its pa- 
parity. Only one of the diversion tun¬ 
nels remains open. It Is on the Ne¬ 
vada side and through it will be per¬ 
mitted to flow only enough water to 
meet the needs of irrigation In the Im¬ 
perial valley of California. 

The big gate Just lowered closed 
tunnel No. 4. which will also be blocked 
by an Immense concrete plug which Is 
now being constructed. The purpose 
of this “cork” Is to form a block half 
way down the tunnel at the point 
where another Incline tunnel drops 
from the Arizona spillway that will 
permit any waters about the dam's 
level to flow by the spillway.

Wolman’s board not long ago con¬ 
ducted elections In the Detroit area 
which revealed that less than 10 per 
cent of the employees were affiliated 
with the federation, and presumably 
for this reason Green nnd his aids were 
not consulted In the matter of renewal 
of the code. President Roosevelt had 
notliing to say for publication except 
that he was fully Informed concerning 
the federation’s attitude. 

Extension of the code was welcomed 
by the Automobile Manufacturers' as¬ 
sociation. Its oflicers declaring there 
1 would be steadier work In their fac¬ 
tories nnd that winter unemployment 
would be greatly reduced. The changes 
in the code call for the introduction 
of new models during n GO-day period 
before or after October 1. nnd pay nnd 
a half for overtime work. 

A FTER less than a month In office 
A * Gov. Thomas H. Moodie was oust¬ 
ed by the North Dakota Supreme court. 
The court held Moodie Ineligible on 
the ground that he had voted, and 
thereby established residence, In Min¬ 
nesota In 1930. The constitutional pro¬ 
vision requires candidates for governor 
to have lived in the state five consecu¬ 
tive years before election. His suc¬ 
cessor, Lieut. Gov. Walter II. Wei ford, 
will be the fourth governor In seven 
months. Last June the State Supreme 
court ordered the removal of William 
Langer, who had Just been convicted 
of conspiracy to solicit political con¬ 
tributions from federal relief workers. 

T HE drunin that characterized the 
Hauptmann trial during the first 
few days is mostly gone, and the case 
has sunk to the level of the usual le¬ 
gal wrangle. Efforts of the defense 
to establish an alibi for the ex-carpen¬ 
ter have been only partially success¬ 
ful, and attempts to oust suspicion on 
Violet Sharpe, Morrow maid who com¬ 
mitted suicide, Isidor Flsch, Haupt¬ 
mann's dead partner, and others have 
not been particularly Impressive. The 
defense has Introduced handwriting e\ 
perts who have testified that Haupt¬ 
mann did not write the ransom notes. 
Even the Jury appears to be having 
difficulty in concentrating on the case. 
Many predictions are being made that 
the case will result In u hung Jury. 
Those, however, are only guesses and 
may he taken for exactly what they 
ure worth. 

ft KG AN J ZED labor In America now

Something chnrges with having 
bored into positions 
of responsibility. In so doing, the New 
York house member has stirred up a 
j veritable avalanche of reviews, surveys 
and explorations of what is going on 
of a socialistic nature In the govern- 
I ment. Mr. Fish charged on the floor 
of the house that some of the New 
, Dealers were making cash contrlbu- 
, Uons to the “reds” nnd proceeded to 
name them. 

The house speech by Mr. Fish in a 
genera 1 way culled attention to the 
various movements going on that can 
properly be described as radical in 
every respect. His attack directed the 
attention of observers here to some 
phases of administration policies that 
thus far have excited little comment. 

For many months, of course, the 
activities of the Agricultural Adjust¬ 
ment administration have been sub¬ 
jected to the criticism that they con¬ 
stitute regimentation of the farmers, 
that Is. a general program that holds 
down good farmers to the level of the 
haphazard type in the agricultural in¬ 
dustry. Likewise there have lK*en at¬ 
tacks on the methods employed by the 
Reconstruction Finance corporation 
which dominates the affairs of some 
four thousand hanks as a result of 
loans to them nnd is gradually expand¬ 
ing Its sphere of Influence among other 
Industries to which loans have been 
made. 

The senate committee on munitions, 
bended h.v Senator Nye of North Da¬ 
kota. appears to he headed for a 
recommendation that all munitions and 
ship yards he government controlled 
If not government owned, and only a 
few days ago the congress enacted a 
law extending for two years the opera¬ 
tions of the Reconstruction Finance 
| corporation so that It may continue 
the government influence It has wielded 
heretofore. 

fin top of these. Mr. Roosevelt has 
nsked the congress to appropriate nl 
i most $3,000,000,000 for Ids use in the 
I general recovery program and has vir- 
I tunlly demanded that this fund he 
made available to him without strings 
attached. In other words, the Presi¬ 
dent desires to expend this money as 
he sees lit. whether It meets with con¬ 
gressional approval or not. 

We hear also much discussion of ad¬ 
ministration policies and legislative 
proposals providing penalties of a seri¬ 
ous diameter as punishment for those 
who dare to go contrary to the general 
recovery laws ns advanced by the Pres¬ 
ident. These penalties, fines for the 
most part, are being described In some 
quarters as a form of Hitler terrorism. 
The administration stands on the 
ground that It must have complete 
dominance If Its schemes are to he 
successful, but the fact remains thut It 
is prepared by virtue of the punish¬ 
ment available for its use to take away 
vast sums of money from the industry 
or individual which objects to govern¬ 
ment methods. There Is arising more 
and more criticism of the extreme pun¬ 
ishment employed in the New Deal leg¬ 
islation and unless I miss my guess 
badly this feature of the New Deal 
will flare back upon Its sponsors in a 
manner most unwelcome to the brain 


In connection with the President’s 
plan to have congress provide him 
with the $5,000,000,- 
New 000 fund to use In 

Arguments his discretion, op¬ 
position has arisen 
with some new arguments. While the 
President constantly Is repeating his 
assertion that the administrative 
branches of the government can ac¬ 
complish more with a free hand than 
by having the money ear-murked by 
congress for specific use, critics nre 
charging that the President’s proposal 
meuns putting the government further 
Into business. For example, the sen¬ 
ate appropriations committee uncovered 
Information the other day while con¬ 
sidering the $5,000,000,000 bill that In¬ 
dicated the existence of a plant by 
which the federal government would 
engage in the distribution and sale of 
gasoline. 

It take no stretch of the imagination 
to see how this move links with the 
previous efforts of Secretary Ickes, as 
oil administrator, to control the whole 
oil industry. By the distribution and 
sale of gasoline, the government can 
enforce regulations by competition 
which the Supreme court said were un 
constitutional. Its control would he 
exercised through damming up the 
stocks of gasollue, and oil companies, 
privately owned, would find themselves 
nt the merry of government bureau¬ 
crats. 

There are many other features of 
the $ 5 , 000 , 000,000 hill against which 
tire of the opposition has been direct¬ 
ed. but it seems safe to say that con¬ 
gress will yield to the Presidential de 
mnnd and pass the appropriations 
measure rather near the form desired 
by the Chief Executive. 

With respect to the operation of

Four Presidents—Harding. Coolidge, 
nnd Hoover. Republicans, and Roose¬ 
velt—have requested senate ratifica¬ 
tion and four Presidents have had the 
thing tossed back to them after bitter 
battles. This time, as heretofore, the 
senate rejected the proposal on the 
ground that the United States was be 
Ing led Into the hack door of the 
League of Nations and all will remem 
her how stubbornly the senate resisted 
entry into the league of Nations when 
Woodrow Wilson was President. The 
sume arguments were used ns have 
been used before, namely, that if the 
United States adhered to the per¬ 
manent court of international Justice 
(the formal title of the court) the 
country would be catapulted Into the 
midst of all of Europe's entanglements, 
Jealousies and diplomatic chicanery. 

Senator Borah of Idaho, one of the 
leading opponents of court entry, con¬ 
cluded his argument iu the senate with 
the a. „*rtion that the World Court was 
a court of war and not of peace. 

Proponents of the court have main¬ 
tained constantly that the United 
States could accomplish much toward 
world peace by participating In court 
adjudication of controversies. Oppo¬ 
nents Insisted we should let well 
enough alone and maintain our Isola¬ 
tion. Only through that manner, they 
argued, can the United States avoid 
loss of its sovereignty through the dic¬ 
tates of the court decision.
